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Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) 
Between the 
Butte County, California, Amateur Radio Emergency Service® 
and the 
Golden Empire Amateur Radio Society, Chico, California 
Introduction 


The Golden Empire Amateur Radio Society (hereafter “GEARS”) and the Butte 
County, California, Amateur Radio Emergency Service® (hereafter “BCARES”) 
group, responsible for all areas within Butte County, California and represent- 
ing public-service oriented radio amateurs within this area, have agreed to en- 
ter into these local agreements which have formed the basis for this memo- 
randum. 


I. Purpose 


This agreement between BCARES and GEARS establishes a framework of 
cooperation and a close working relationship with volunteer radio ama- 
teurs organized under the authority of the ARRL Emergency Coordinator 
and officials of the Butte County ARES. It is intended through joint coop- 
eration of the local resources available to both parties, the public will 
best be served under disaster, emergency or public-service related situa- 
tions. This document is not meant to be considered legally binding. It is 
a statement of cooperation between the two parties. 


2. Principles of Cooperation 


So that communications resources of the BCARES may be coordinated 
and utilized to the fullest advantage during disasters emergencies and public- 
service related situations, and to the extent permitted or required by law and 
regulation, the BCARES group and GEARS have agreed that each organization 
will: 


1. Encourage on-going liaison with the other, urging members of both or- 
ganizations to support effective communications and cooperation. 

2. Work with each other for developing emergency plans, training exercises, 
and a heightened state of preparedness. 

3. Work with each other in times of disaster or emergency to meet the 
needs of the public. 

4. Each party will, at the same time, work within its own lines of authority 
and respect the lines of authority of the other. 

5. Distribute copies of and publicize this agreement through channels to its 
own members, and to other organizations, both public and private, which 
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May have an interest in disaster relief. 


6. Establish a mutually acceptable means of identification for volunteers un- 
der this agreement which is honored by local law enforcement agencies 
during disasters and emergencies. 


7. Recognize that either party to this document may have similar local 
agreements’~ with other disaster assistance-related agencies/ 
organizations. 


8. Support the use of donations of funds and equipment to ensure that 
BCARES is able to better fulfill its mission in providing emergency com- 
munications in the event of any disaster, man-made or natural, with the 
support of GEARS licensed amateur radio operators. To further this sup- 
port, BCARES is un_= able to directly accept donations of funding or 
equipment. GEARS, as an organization that is able to accept such 
funding, will perform maintenance of finances on behalf of BCARES and 
hold as trustee all monies and equipment received for primary use by 
BCARES to fulfill emergency communications in Butte County, California, 
or in mutual aid of local ARES groups adjacent to and immediately outside 
of Butte County, California. As consideration for maintaining the financial 
accounts of BCARES and title ownership of BCARES equipment, GEARS will 
be permitted secondary use of BCARES equipment as the GEARS Board of 
Directors designates for its activities and organization use. 


9. The parties agree that this Memorandum of Understanding between 
GEARS and BCARES shall provide that GEARS and BCARES are individually 
responsible for their own obligations, agreements, liabilities, or transac- 
tions that may occur during the term of this agreement. At no time will 
GEARS be expected to assume the liabilities of BCARES for liability, negli- 
gence, lack of performance, or indebtedness except as directed as trustee 
of BCARES monies. 


10. BCARES agrees to provide GEARS representatives reasonable notice for 
accounting and statements of account so that due diligence may be exer- 
cised in the appropriate calculation of BCARES funds. GEARS agrees to 
accept liability for the funds in its care as trustee of BCARES account(s) 
subject to the GEARS Bylaws at the time of execution of this MOU. 


Implementation 


This memorandum shall take effect upon its signing by authorized repre- 
sentatives of both parties. 
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This memorandum may be amended by mutual agreement of both parties, 
and it is understood by them that at any time this Memorandum of Understand- 
ing may be terminated by written notification from either party to the other. 
This memorandum will remain in force, through and beyond the term of offi- 
cers of both organizations at the time of signature. And will be ratified by a 
quorum of members of GEARS as delineated in the GEARS Bylaws at the time of 
execution. 


Miscellaneous 


This Memorandum of Understanding does not create a partnership or a 
joint venture, and neither party has the authority to bind the other. This MOU 
represents the only agreement and understanding between the parties. If any 
provision of this MOU is held to be invalid, such invalidity shall not affect the 
validity or enforceability of any other provision of the MOU. The undersigned 
Parties hereby acknowledge and agree that they have read and understand the 
amended terms and conditions outlined herein and agree to them in their en- 
tirety. All other terms and conditions not in direct conflict with those outlined 
in this Amendment No. 1 shall remain unchanged.

THE CARRINGTON EVENT- 
LARGEST RECORDED SOLAR FLARE 


At 11:18 AM on the cloudless morning of Thurs- 
day, September 1, 1859, 33-year-old Richard Car- 
rington—widely acknowledged to be one of Eng- 
land's foremost solar astronomers—was in his 
well-appointed private observatory. Just as usual 
on every sunny day, his telescope was project- 
ing an 11-inch-wide image of the sun on a 
screen, and Carrington skillfully drew the sun- 
spots he saw. 


On that morning, he was capturing the likeness 
of an enormous group of sunspots. Suddenly, 
before his eyes, two brilliant beads of blinding 
white light appeared over the sunspots, intensi- 
fied rapidly, and became kidney-shaped. Realiz- 
ing that he was witnessing something unprece- 
dented and "being somewhat flurried by the sur- 
prise," Carrington later wrote, "I hastily ran to 
call someone to witness the exhibition with me. 
On returning within 60 seconds, | was mortified 
to find that it was already much changed and en- 
feebled." He and his witness watched the white 
spots contract to mere pinpoints and disappear. 
It was 11:23 AM. Only five minutes had passed. 
Just before dawn the next day, skies all over 
planet Earth erupted in red, green, and purple 
auroras so brilliant that newspapers could be 
read as easily as in daylight. Indeed, stunning 
auroras pulsated even at near tropical latitudes 
over Cuba, the Bahamas, Jamaica, El Salvador, 
and Hawaii. 


Even more disconcerting, telegraph systems 
worldwide went haywire. Spark discharges 
shocked telegraph operators and set the tele- 
graph paper on fire. Even when telegraphers dis- 
connected the batteries powering the lines, 
aurora-induced electric currents in the wires still 
allowed messages to be transmitted. 
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"What Carrington saw was a white-light so- 
lar flare—a magnetic explosion on the 
sun," explains David Hathaway, solar phys- 
ics team lead at NASA's Marshall Space 
Flight Center in Huntsville, Alabama. 


Now we know that solar flares happen fre- 
quently, especially during solar sunspot 
maximum. Most betray their existence by 
releasing X-rays (recorded by X-ray tele- 
scopes in space) and radio noise (recorded 
by radio telescopes in space and on Earth). 
In Carrington's day, however, there were no 
X-ray satellites or radio telescopes. No one 
knew flares existed until that September 
morning when one super-flare produced 
enough light to rival the brightness of the 
sun itself. 


"It's rare that one can actually see the 
brightening of the solar surface," says 
Hathaway. "It takes a lot of energy to heat 
up the surface of the sun!" 


"In the 160-year record of geomagnetic 
storms, the Carrington event is the big- 
gest." It's possible to delve back even far- 
ther in time by examining arctic ice. 
“Energetic particles leave a record in ni- 
trates in ice cores," he explains. "Here 
again the Carrington event sticks out as the 
biggest in 500 years and nearly twice as big 
as the runner-up." 


These statistics suggest that Carrington 
flares are once in a half-millennium events. 
The statistics are far from solid, however, 
and Hathaway cautions that we don't un- 
derstand flares well enough to rule out a 
repeat in our lifetime.

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AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY 
SERVICES 


The Amateur Radio Emergency Ser- 
vice (ARES) consists of licensed ama- 
teurs who have voluntarily registered 
their qualifications and equipment for 
communications duty in the_ public 
service when disaster strikes. Every 
licensed amateur, regardless of mem- 
bership in ARRL or any other local or 
national organization is eligible for 
membership in the ARES. The only 
qualification, other than possession of 
an Amateur Radio license, is a sincere 
desire to serve. Because ARES is an 
amateur service, only amateurs are 
eligible for membership. The posses- 
sion of emergency-powered equip- 
ment is desirable, but is not a require- 
ment.

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ARRL 10 METER CONTEST DECEMBER 


The highest of the HF bands will be the central 
operating focus of many amateurs in the ARRL 
10 Meter Contest, December 11-12. During the 
event, many propagation modes will be avail- 
able: Sporadic-E will help you work stateside 
stations, a touch of meteor scatter in the morn- 
ing will give you split-second chances to work 
stations -- you'd better be quick, though! -- and 
DX stations could find their way into the log, 
thanks to some recent signs of life from the F- 
layer. 

“Ten meters was open from the United States to 
Africa, Europe and South America during the CQ 
World Wide DX CW contest on the weekend of 
November 27,” said ARRL Contest Branch Man- 
ager Sean Kutzko, KX9X. “Let’s see if those con- 
ditions remain for the second weekend in De- 
cember.” 


Single Operator entrants can use CW only, SSB 
only -- or a mixture of both. They can choose 
between High Power, Low Power (150 W or 
less) or QRP (5 W or less). Want to share the 
fun with your friends? Invite them over and en- 
ter in the Multioperator category. 


US Novice and Technician class operators can 
get in on the fun, too. Both classes are permit- 
ted SSB operation between 28.3-28.5 MHz with 
150 W. No antenna for 10 meters? A dipole for 
28.4 MHz is about 16.5 feet long -- build it and 
get it up in the air as high as you possibly can. 
Kutzko said that it’s an easy construction pro- 
ject and you wil! work stations! 


This year also introduces a new element to the 
contest: The addition of 32 Mexican states as 
multipliers. For a list of the Mexican states, 
download a free map provided by Grupo DXXE 
here. “This will no doubt add a new excitement 
to this long-standing ARRL contest,” Kutzko 
said. The ARRL 10 Meter Contest runs from 
0000 UTC Saturday, December 11 through 
2359 UTC Sunday, December 12. Logs must 
be e-mailed or postmarked no later than 
0000 UTC Wednesday, January 12, 2011. 
Paper logs should be sent to ARRL 10 Meter 
Contest, 225 Main St, Newington, CT 06111.
